1 . This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 

1 . The embodiment of Figures 1 and 2; 

2. the embodiment of Figures 3 and 4; and 

3. the hydraulic system, not shown but recited in claim 52; and 

4. the arrangement where the circular spline is fixed to the handle and the 
flexspline is fixed to the output shaft, not shown in the drawings but recited in claim 54. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added.

3. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: harmonic drives in 
power steering systems are known. Therefore, allowability will rely on the specific 
structural arrangement of the system parts. Each embodiment has mutually exclusive 
structure that would be the basis of allowability.
